“DEFENSE DAY—SHOULD THE 
CHURCH BACK IT UP? 





By Rev. Bert Foster, D.D. 





It ased to be thought that sol- 
diers and sailors stood for war 
‘and aggression, and for these 
“things only. 


War meant cannon, sword and 
bayonet. The word of the king 
‘or «abinet was sufficient 
Jaunch the nation into conflict 
with a hitherto friendly people, 
and it was a rare occurrence for 
a government to declare war for 
the protection. of a weak nation, 
or an oppressed. people. 

Christianity, which has always 
held to the ideal of a future day 
when war shall be no more, while 
loyally supporting the government 
when called to arms, has striven 
to ameliorate the sufferings caus- 
ed by wounds, famine and death. 
‘Until the middle of the nineteenth 
‘century the church and christian 

“people seemed helpless to do 
more than fight and. pray and 
suffer in silence. 

The intense suffering of the 
British -troops in the Crimean 
War called forth the practical ser- 
vice of Florence Nightingale: and 
opened up as the years went on 
innumerable channels of ~ pure 
christian usefulness until today 
mobilization means everything of 
comfort and consideration for the 
home forces and succor for the 
wounded and dying enemy. 

There is of necessity the fight- 
ing force with all the terror of 
war, but with these go the Red 
Croes and all it stands for—phys- 
ician, nurse, ambulance, anes- 
thetic, nourishment and loving 
ininistries for body, mind and soul 

Compare the’ battlefields of 
France and Beigium in 1914-18 
with Scutari, Alma and Balaklava. 
and the lack of food, clothing and 
‘medical care in the latter places. 
Or compare the care of our sick 
in Europe, thousands. of miles 
: away. over an ocean ‘inf ated with 
ater unseen bit “very. real, 
with what was done-for our army 
during the Civil War in the way 
of ‘hospital accommodations . and 
medical supplies, though the suf- 
fering of our men at our 
very door. 

Without doubt the weapons of 
war are more awful than ever 
before, but if Satan is let loose 
to work havoc such as was never 
known ‘defore,:: he is met by 
agencies never dreamed of in the 
past—the Salvation Army, Y. M. 
C. A. Knights of Columbus, etc. 
The fighting man ‘is-no longer left 
helpless: against the. immoral 
forces that haye always followed 
an army, but -protected and _pro- 
vided for with ‘literature, - music, 
sports -and “healthy ‘amusements. 

It is a -eurious paradox—war 
and strife with,merey and loving 
kindness, death and... destruction 
with medicines, food. and. careful

Business Was Slow But Coun- 

: a Most Beautiful One. 
Met Charlie Smith-Neill and 
“‘Jim’’. Freeman Formerly 
of This City. . 


After a trip .of 4,000 miles 
through the Pacific coast states 
and British Columbia, by auto- 
mobile, oceupying three weeks, 
Dr. O. W. Kankel and J. Willis 
Mehl are firmly convinced that 
such means of travel is the 
best and only way to see the 
country. 

They left Upland in a Hud- 
son and found the roads good 
nearly all the way, even a 250 
mile dirt road was not bad go- 
ing. Business they report as 
being quiet. and lumber mills 
were shutting down in many 
places in Oregon. In that state 
too, a shortage of water is felt, 
and the town of Medford is 
only allowed water once a week 
for garden and small. irriga- 
tion ‘purposes. In Southern 
Oregon the travellers met more 
California autos than from any 
other state. 


One of the most, interesting 
sights to the Upland men was 
the fields of oats in Skagit 
county Washington, which they 
were told yielded 180 bushels 
to the acre. On expressing 
their amazement, they were 
told that this county held the 
United States agricultural re- 
cord of 187 bushels to the 
acre for last year. They stay- 
ed at a town Mount Vernon, 
which is about the same size 
as Upland, and were greatl~ 
impresged:. that part u 
the country. It is situated 
halfway between Seattle dnd 


spot to visit. ‘ ’ 
During the journey Messrs. 
Kankél and Mehl saw several 
Silver Fox Farms from ‘the 
Oregon line up, and were de- 
lighted with the beautiful flow- 
ers, trees and genéral ‘‘ green- 
ness”’ of nature in Britsh Co- 
lumbia. While in Victoria they: 
met Charlie Smith-Neill, form- 
er secretary of the Red Hill 
Country Club, and were enter- 
tamed by James Drummond, 
owner of the Westholme hotel 
at his private residenee. 
. Meeting Jim Freeman was of 
great interest to both men. Mr. 
Freeman had just returned 
from Alaska, where he was for 
seven months -without seeing a 
white man. He -was an: ex- 
plorer, and with his team’ of 
dogs traversed many: hundred 
miles through Alaska. . Mr. |

Following is the order. asx “is 
sued by Colonel Greeley: 

“In. view of the hazardous char- 
acter of the present fire season 
and @s an emergency measure 
only, the entire Angeles National 
Forest is closed to public travel 
or use on and after this date, ex- 
cept as hereafter specified. Ths 
closure does not apply to travel 
on state, county or forest service 
roads, to private lands or claims 
within the forest boundaries, to 
resorts, to lands or activities cov- 
ered by permits of the forest ser- 
vice, or to areas of National For- 
est lands designated and posted 
as public camp grounds. 

Closure May Be Revoked 

“The closure may be revoked in 
the discretion of the forest super- 
visor when climatic conditions 
make the resumption of normal 
public use and travel in the Na- 
tional Forest. safe. a 

“WILLIAM B. GREELEY, 

“Forester.” 

Of the 19,000,000 acres of na- 
tional forest in California, Colonel 
Greeley said, 10,000,000 acres have 
‘been closed this year. More than 
1,400 fires “have -been set in the 
national forests this year, of 
which 90 might be characterized 
as bad fires. j : 

Fully 40- per cent of these fires 
in the national forests are. start- 
ed by smokers and campers, ac- 
cording to Colonel Greeley. —

man was almost instantly killed 
last night in a head-on collision 
between two motor cars on the 
Foothill Boulevard near Glendora. 

John Andreas. Verl Dinger and 
William Bowden were the Upland 
victfms and Mrs. 8. ©. -Pitgzer, 
age 70, was the Pomona woman 
who died while they were remov- 
ing her from the wreck. 

The Upland car was a stripped 
roadster, driven by young An- 
dreas. He is reported to have 
attempted to pass a motor, truck 
and to have collided head-on with 
the Pomona machine. . 

Andreas had several front teeth 
knocked loose in. the impact, and 
was cut about thé face. Dinger 
suffered the fracture of a bone 
in his right ankle, and> the: Bow- 
den boy sustained severe lacera- 
tions and abrasions: about ‘the 
face. A motorist from Claremont 
brought the youths to the office 
of Dr. John B. Craig here, where 
their injuries wére attended be- 
fore they were taken to their re- 
spective homes. The Upland boys 
were en route to San Gabriel 
Canyon to help fight the forest 
fire raging there at the time of 
the accident. =

Ku Klux Klan artistry will 
be blotted out on county high- 
ways today. 

Using crude oil and sand, a 
erew of County Highway Com- 
missioner James W. Cole’s 
forees will obliterate the let- 
ters ‘‘KIGY’’, interpreted to 
mean ‘Klansmen I Grest: You,’ 
on all county highways. The 
county forees will not, how 
ever, blot out the klan signs 
on state nor city highways. 

The original plan to paint 
out the klan greetings with 
heavy white paint was dis- 
carded because of the possi- 
bility of the white streaks on 
the roads confusing motorists. 
Crude oil and sand, it was 
agreed by county authorities, 
ean be used efficiently in era- 
sing the klan’s lettering. 

Repainting to Bring Arrests 

Repainting of the highways 
will bring arrests of guilty 
persons, District Attorney Geo. 
H. Johnson declared, reiterat- 
ing his edict of a week ago 
that defacing of the county 
highways by klansmen or 
others, individually or : collec- 
tively, will not be tolerated.

Fire Water Causes Indian to 
Disrupt Eating House and 
Motor Car Station Officer 
Clark Forced to Strike In- 
dian. 

Infectioi in a scalp wound 
and not the blow struck by 
Officer Orrin F. Clark, of the 
Ontario. police force, caused 
the death of Ramon Acosta, 
an Indian, who died at the 
General Hospital. Tuesday, ac- 
cording to a verdict of a coro- 
ner’s jury at the inquest yes- 
terday. 

The verdiet that Acosta came 
to his death ‘‘from infection 
of sealp wounds inflicted by 
Officer Ciark in the discharge 
of his duties’’ exonerates the 
officer of responsibility for 
the Indian’s death. Acosta was 
struck on the head by the 
policeman at Ontario on the 
night of Sept. 1, when the In- 
dian: resisted arrest after 
creating a disturbance in a 
restaurant in the Motor Tran- 
sit station at Ontario. 


Skull Was Not Injured 

Dr. E. H. Hull, of the 
General Hospital staff, who 
performed an autopsy on- the 
body, testified that Acosta’s 
skull had not been injured by 
the ‘blow of the policemen’s 
club..The prisoner’s death was 
caused by a severe infection 
in the wound; probably due to 
‘uncleanliness; the surgeon test- 
ified. 

Deputy’ Sheriff O. W. Bot- 
torff, county jailer, . testified 
that Acosta did not complain 
of illness until Friday, when 
the infection was well advan- 
eed. Prisoners in the jail, the 
officer said, first called his at- 
tention to Acosta’s illness, the 
Indian regarding the infection 
without concern. 


_,Officer Clark said that he 
was forced to strike the Indian 
to quell the disturbance that 
Acosta created when he vir- 
tually cleaned a luneh counter 
of dishes. He did ‘not “hit the 
Indian a severe blow, the of- 
ficer said. Acosta was not ren- 
dered unconscious by the blow. 
Probation Officer George Lar- 
more, who brought Acosta to 
the county jail to serve a 30- 
day sentence, said that Acosta 
was in good health on Sept. 2 
and joked about his affair with 
the officer.

Several of the number are well 
educated and.have traveled in 
manv parts of the world.

§ long as man an remember the subject of debt has 


debt or whether to stay out. It is an important subject, 

one which ean be settled only by the person affected. 

For one person to go into debt will mean his doom to a life 

of hard work and druggery while another may go into debt 
and gradually work his way out to a successful old age. 

Many people especially those who buy groves or farm 

land buy too much at one time. They invest practically all 


that they have in the one piece of land, instead of spending 
a portion of their hard earned savings for a little tract of 


land and allowing the remainder of the bank roll to lie in 
reserve for the. inevitable rainy day, or for the equipment 
which will be needed. before any returns for the produce are 
realized. 

By investing heavily in the first purchase these hard work- 
ing men are forced immediately into debt. They have a 
chance to win if their crops are heavy and the prices are 
good or they have a chance to lose if lack of rain or some- 


thing else that is unforeseen prevents realization of any funds 


during their first year’s struggle. It is not a matter of ‘work 
It is simply poor judgment in 
the first place. 

There are some people who are not able to save a penny 
unless they are in debt. For such people as these, debt is a 
blessing. They know that they have certain obligations to 
meet and they plan accordingly but if they did not have those 
responsibilities the same amount of money would be spent 
and they would have nothing to show for it. Debt to those 
people is their only saving grace. 

Another class of people to whom debt is a source of 
trouble are those who make resolutions. When they~feel like 
making amends for some error they resolve to start all over 
again and they straight way make some investment, some- 
thing which will tie them down, they think. But they reckon 
wrongly. Nine times out of ten these people who have to 
resort to resolutions to keep themselves straight do not stick 
in the straight and narrow path very long-and they forget 
their obligations and default on their payments with the re- 
sult that they lose their first: payment and possibly a second 
one. © 

The third class of people are those who make debt a step- 
ping stone to better things. They use borrowed money to 
advance their best: interests and they no sooner step from 
under one obligation by paying it off than they are ready 
to assume another knowing that it will not be a great while 
until it too will be relegated to the ‘‘paid’’ file. It is this 
glass of people to whom debt is a boon. 

If those who find that debt ix a millstone about their 
necks would simply slow up in, the.. scheme of. life, take a 
fresh start, make it a point to‘ either pay for what they get 
or go without they would soon find that their carefully 
practiced economy would allow them to pay off a little on 
the debts of the past. As these debts are lessened and no new 
ones are contracted the millstone grows lighter and gradually 
there is nothing to fear from looking any man in the eye. It’s 
a grand and glorious feeling to be free from debt, except to 
those people who have mastered the ability of turning debt 
into personal gain.

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J Improvement of the National 
—When Mother says to 


Old Trails Highway between Bar- 
stow and Needles has been made 
by the State Highway Commis- 
sion, according to E. Q. Sullivan, 
division engineer, who states that 
it is now possible to negotiate the 
road at a speed of 30 or 40 
miles an hour. 


This has taken place since the 
road was taken over by the com- 
mission last January. Improve- 
ment work was not started, how- 
ever, until about six months ago. 
The portion of the highway now 
being maintained by the commis- 
sion is from Victorville to 
Needles, a distance of 203 miles. 
. One of the most important fac- 

| tors of the road improvement pro- 
gram is the maintenance work, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sullivan. Between 
Victorville and Needles two drags 
are located every forty mles, and 
once every three days the road is 
gone over with these “bump 
smoothers.” There are 12. drags 
in use, each pulled by ‘a tractor. 

Explaining the reason for drag- 
ing the road so often, Mr. Sulli- 
van declared that this particular 
kind of surfacing consists chiefly 
of volcanic ash and gravel, with a 
natural binding, making “it neces- 
sary for continuous attention to 
keep the surface in good condi- 
tion. 

As the road is traveled, Mr. Sul- 
livan pointed out, this volcanic 
ash’ is worked to the top in places, 
and with wind blowing over the 
surface, the finer particles are 
winnowed, leaving the coarser 
surface on top. This must be 
leveled down again at frequent 
intervals. In time, of course, the 
: ash will be worked off and

HIGHWAY WORK 


A reduction in the forces of 
the California Highway Com- 
mission, begun last June, is 
now practically completed, at 
least for the present, it is an- 
nounced by State Highway 
Engineer R. M. Morton. A 
total of 242 men, mostly mem- 
bers of the engineer staff, have 
either resigned anticipating 
the suspension order, or, have 
been laid off since June 1, 

The reduction in the staff 
payroll amounts to $34,000 per 
month or over $400,000 per
